NEW YORK, June 16.—From 
almost every corner of the land 
pilgrims are making their way 
today to New York to take part 
in the welcome home on Satur- 
day morning of Theodore Roose- 
velt. - Preparations which have 
been under way for several 
weeks are virtually completed, 
ind when Col. Roosevelt steps 
from the liner which is bearing 
him home to the cutter Andro- 
scoggin the machinery will be 
set in motion for what is expect- 


ed to be one of the most remark- 
able demonstrations of the kind 
ever held. 

From Los Angeles the Billiken Club, 
‘300 «strong, is traveling to New York 
cn a special train due here tonight. 
From Santa Fe, N. M., another dele- 
gation is coming. Little Rock, Ark., is 
sending a party of 60, while Omaha, 
Balt Lake, Helena; Mont.; 8t. Paul, 
Minneapolis, Chicago, Atlanta, Knox- 
ville, Columbia, S. C.; Cleveland, Co- 
lumbus, O.; Cincinnati, Buffalo, Pitts- 
burg, Philadelphia, Boston and scores 
of other cities near and far are making 
their contributions of clubs, societies 
and individuals, ail of whom are com- 
ing here for the purpose of gazing for 
a minute or two on the features of the 
distinguished wayfarer. ~ 

Celebration to Be Unique. 

The celebration will consist of two 
main features, the water parade and the 
land parade. Hundreds of vessels will 
take part in the former, while the fes- 
tivities on-land will engage countless 
thousands, either as marchers or spec- 
tators. Those in the line of march wiil 
be limited to a few thousands, for the 
Roosevelt Reception Committee found 
long ago that it would be impossible to 
make a parade as was originally 
planned. 

The committee more than two weeks 
ago had received applications for places 
in line from so many organizations that 
it would have taken all day to pass 
m given point. Accordingly, it was de- 
cided to assign these organizations to 
stations along the line of march and to 
restrict the parade to the Rough Riders 
and the Spanish War veterans as an 
escort to Roosevelt. 

The Kaliserin Victoria is expected to 
arrive at quarantine at 9 o'clock. An 
‘ hour before that time, Mayor Gaynor’s 
committee of 300, the governors here 
for the occasion, and other notable 
guests, will board the Androscoggin and 
sail down the harbor to exténd first 
greetings. About 100 other vessels will 
accompany the Androscoggin down the 
bay. 

As soon as the Kaiserin Auguste Vic- 
toria comes to anchor Roosevelt will be 
taken on the cutter Mrs. Roosevelt, 
Kermit Roosevelt and Miss Ethe) Roose- 
velt will be transferred to the revenue 
cutter Manhattan. 

Plans for Naval Parade. 

As soon as the transfer is made, the 
Androscoggifi will take her place at the 
head of a double column of excursion 
steamers private yachts and tugs. Then 
the naval parade will begin, every ves- 
sel in the fleet saluting the ex-Presi- 
dent with a continuous blast of steam 
whistles for two minutes. 

The battleship South Carolina will be 
stationed in Ambrose Channel to greet 
Roosevelt with the national salute of 
21 guns. 

The fleet will proceed up the Hudson 
‘River to Fifty-ninth street and back to 
the battery, where Col. Roosevelt is to 
land at about 11 o'clock. 

. There he will be welcomed by May-«r 

Gaynor. The stand will seat 600, in- 
eluding Mayor Gaynor’s committee. 

The Mayor will speak first, Roosevelt 
responding. This is expected to be the 
only public speech of the day’s exer- 
cises.

Promises to Have Fun 
at Colonel’s Expense 
by Recalling His Vow 
to Remain Out of 
Limelight While 


Away. 
lWEW YORK, June 16. 
RESIDENT TAFT has written a 
he greeting to Theodore Roosevelt. 
He tells of the pride with which 
Americans witnessed the ex-President’s 
reception in Europe, of the many rea- 
sons why his welcome here will be 
heartfelt and intimates he will continue 
to be yrominent in public life. 

Here is President Taft’s article as it 
will be published June 18 in The Out- 
look, of which the ex-President is con- 
sulting editor: 

“The return of Mr. Roosevelt from 
Africa and Europe will arouse as great 
a demonstration of welcome from his 
countrymen as any American ever re- 
ceived. After the heavy cares of the 
presidential office for nearly eight 
strenuous years, he sought rest by con- 
trast in the depths of the African for- 
ests and in great physical exertion 
in the hunting of large game and the 
procuring of valuable specimens of the 
fauna of the Dark Continent. 

“No one who knows Mr. Roosevelt 
and no one who understands the char- 
acter of the African climate and the 
kind of hunting in which he was en- 
gaged, can minimize the dangers from 
disease and actual combat with wild 
beasts to which he was exposed. It 
goes without saying that wherever there 
was danger he welcomed its excitement 
and delighted to observe and record its 
effect upon his own emotions. His trip 
to Africa was planned with the thor- 
oughness of a military campaign, and 
his plans were executed with the vim 
and energy that might be expected. 

Pokes Fun at Roosevelt. 

‘In view of what happened when he 
reached civilization, however, those of 
us who had the privilege of. talking 
with him before he went can afford to 
have some fun at his expense in his 
frequently avowed determination to 
avoid all public functions and __enter- 
tainments. He expected to call on the 
persons in authority in each place which 
he visited, to half an hour’s conversa- 
tion with the ruler if he would receive 
him, and then to go on his way like a 
private citizen, seeing the things of 
interest and hurrying home. Instead 
of that, his path from the time he 
landed in Europe until he salled has 
been a royal progress, and the cour- 
tesy and attention and profound re- 
spect shown him, not only by kings 
and the leading men of every country, 
but also by the people, have not been 
equaled since Grant made his tour about 
the world. 

This is the more remarkable because 
Grant had the deserved reputation of 
being a great military leader, who had 
commanded a million men and won a 
war of gigantic extent; while Mr. Roose- 
velt’s achievements which has given 
him standing before the world, have been 
almost wholly in peaceful times and 
in a war against civil wrong and corrup- 
tion, which ordinarily is not spectacular 
and does not command world-wide at- 
tention. 

Will Be More Valuable. 

‘The remarkable character of the re- 
ception that he has had in Europs 
shows the deep impression that his per- 
sonality, his character, his aims and his 
methods as a civil and social reformer 
have made upon the world at large. He 
was always, of course, a man of great 
breadth of vision and catholieity of 
view; but he comes back to us now 
with his experience enriched by obser- 
vation of each country of Europe, from 
a point somewhat behind the scenes. 

“With his notable power of quick ac- 
quisition of the circumstances of a situ- 
ation, his close and more or less inti- 
mate association with the rulers of the 
leading countries of Europe and with 
their prominent statesmen has given him 
an insight into world politics that will 
make him still more valuable to his 
country as a statesman. 

“The people of t..is country will give 
him a welcome from their hearts; first, 
because of their affection for him and 
the fact that he has returned to them 
safe and sound from a perilous expedi- 
tion; second, because since he left them 
they have seen the people and the great 
men and monarchs of other countries 
tender their profound respect to the 
same qualliles in the man that his own 
people had previously noted and loved, 
and, third, because by his 
touch, the sincerity and strength of his 
Celiverances, he nas increased the pres- 
tige of Americans throughout the world,

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bitterly attacked Foreign Secretary Grey 
for having sanctioned Roosevelt’s criti- 
cism of England’s Egyptian poliey, de- 
claring that Roosevelt had erected him- 
self here an imperishable monument of 
bad taste, bad manners and bad policy. 
He said Grey’s adoption of Roosevelt's 
anti-Nationalist views about Egypt 
showed that he is entirely out of touch 
with Liberal feeling. 

The Liberals warmly cheered Dalziel’s 
attack on Grey, while the Tories mur- 
mured disapproval. 

T. M. Kettle, an Irish Nationalist, and 
a prominent champion of Egyptian Na- 
tionalist aspirations, dealt still more 
severely with Roosevelt, calling him ‘a 
man of no particular importance, a past- 
master in the art of platitudes and atti- 
tudes, a mixture of Truffe and Tar- 
tarin of Tarascon.’ Kettle added: 

‘We have suffered in Ireland before 
now from the intrusion of other tour- 
ists who, having made the acquaintance 
of Dublin Castle, proceeded to denounce 
the Nationalist cause. That is what 
Roosevelt has done in Egypt. If Foreign 
Secretary Grey approves Roosevelt's 
privately expressed views, it is his busi- 
ness to enunciate them, not leave it to 
a stranger.”’ 

Sir Edwafd Grey’s attitude showed a 
distinct weakening in sustaining Roose- 
velt yesterday. He disciaimed any fore- 
knowledge of Roosevelt’s actual speech, 
and explained that he had only 4iscyugsed 
the Egyptian situation generally “with 
him. 

Thete is a growing feeling among 
the Liberals that if Grey attempts to 
carry out the Rooseveltian policy of 
pure force he-should be driven to re- 
sign.

‘Coal Traffic Bureau Which 


Fixes Freight Rates Will 
Also Be Attacked. 


Attorney-General Wickersham 
has instructed United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Charles A. Houts 
of St. Louis to take an immedi- 
ate appeal to the United States 
Supreme Court in the Govern- 
ment suit to dissolve the $50,000,- 
000 Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion for violation of the Sherman 
anti-trust law. The appeal to the 
Supreme Court has been made 
possible by reason of the fact 
that the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals, sitting at St. 
Paul, in overruling a motion for 
a reargument of the case, dis- 
missed the Government’s bill of 


complaint. 

Attorney-General Wickersham told the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent in Wash- 
ington that the merits of the case could 
now be laid before the Supreme Court 
for final adjudication. The Attorney- 
General has informed District Attorney 
Houts that he will be given every legal 
assistance necessary to carry the case 
to a successful ending. 

In renewing the legal fight on: the 
Terminal Association it is understood 
that the Department of Justice will seek 
to dissolve the Coal Traffic Bureau 
which fixes the coal rates from the IIli- 
fois fields to St. Louis. The Attorney- 
General is convinced that the coal-carry- 
ing roads are in a combination to fix 
rates in direct violation of the anti- 
trust statutes. Attorney-General Wick- 
ersham will personally direct from 
Washington the course the Government 
will pursue in the proposed warfare upon 
the Coal Traffic Bureau, and the rail- 
roads which are members of it. 

The Attorney-General stated that Dis- 
trict Attorney Houts and former Attor- 
ney-General Crow of Missouri are now 
at work preparing an assigoment of er- 
ror for the purpose of taking an appeal 
to the Supreme Court. 

Judges Failed to Agree. 

The four judges of the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals—Sanborn, 
Hook, Vandevanter and Adams—who 
originally heard the Terminal ouster 
suit, failed to agree. Two judges, un- 
derstood to be Hook and Vandevanter, 
decided that the Terminal is a monop- 
oly in restraint of trade and ought to 
be dissolved, and the two others, said 
to be Sanborn and Adams, decided that 
the Terminal is not violating the law. 

Without themselves agreeing and ren- 
dering a judgment the four judges cer- 
tified the case to the United Stateg Su- 
preme Court. The Supreme Court re- 
fused to assume jurisdiction in the case, 
because it did not reach that tribunal 
on appeal. 

The case was sent back to the Court 
of Appeals with instructions to try it 
and render a judgment. As the judges 
were still equally divided on the issues 
of the case, it was impossible for them 
to reach an agreement. 

While the court was in this dilemma 
the Government made a motion for a 
reargument of the case, hoping to pre- 
sent the law and the facts in such a 
light that the judges would be convinced 
that the Terminal was a monopoly and 
so decide. 

The court overruled the motion, but 
at the same time laid the foundation for 
the appeal by dismissing the suit. 

The coal carrying roads of the Termi- 
nal Association and the Coal Traffic 
Bureau are the Baltimore & Ohio, IIli- 
nois Central, Southern, New York Cen- 
tral, Louisville & Nashville, Vandalia, 
Mobile & Ohio, Chicago & Alton-Clover 
Leaf, Chicago, Peoria & St. Louis, and 
the St. Louis, Troy & Eastern. The 
Coal Traffic Bureau is in the Century 
building. The agents for the different 
roads meet regularly and agree upon 
freight rates on coal from the [Illinois 
mines to St. Louis, all roads now having 
uniform rates. 


District Attorney Houts said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Thursday: “T 
am now preparing the appeal to the 
Supreme Court. I expect to have it 
completed within a few days. 

“The Supreme Court of th 
States will hear the entire pase a oa 
merits. The decision of the Court of 
Appeals, dismissing the case, gives the 
Government the same right to appeal 
as if three judges or four had originally 
decided against it.” 

Attorney-General Wickersham told the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent in Wageh- 
ington that he was thoroughly convinsed

Dentists fix their prices partly accord-

Dr. Shober treated Miss Anheuser’s 
teeth after Dr. Good did, and said Dr. 
Good’s work was not well done. Miss 
Anheuser’s case was ordinary, requir- 
ing ordinary treatment, Dr. Shober said. 
A bill for about $25 would be sufficient 
in such a case, he deposed. 

The case is set for next Wednesday 
in Chicago, but a continuance probably 
will be had. 

Dr. Good was not present, but he sent 
Hugh A. Caperton of Chicago, his at- 
torney, to look after his interests. Miss 
Anheuser was not present either. The 
deposition was taken before Notary Pub- 
Wc Pau) Brown, in the Merchants-La- 
clede Building. 

Miss Anheuser still is determined she 
will not pay the bill. She says it is 
a gross overcharge. She flew into high 
dudgeon at the Congress Hotel, in Chi- 
cago, last April, when the dentist at- 
tached all her clothes and nearly made 
her miss the opera, which she had gone 
to Chicago to hear.

Miss Amelia Bingham, starring this 
week at the Suburban Garden in “An 
American Widow,”’ told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Thursday at the Hamilton 
Hotel that the demand for suffrage is 
killing chivalry by inches. 

‘“‘Women say they are entitled te equal 
rights with men and demand the ballot, 
and aS a@ consequence men are begin- 
ning to feel less of that deference and 
chivalry toward them which is their 
birthright. As a matter of fact, they 
don’t want equal rights and would be 
horrified if they got them. 

“I don’t think St. Louis men are any 
less polite than men in other cities, but 
everywhere, so far as my observation 
goes, chivalry is on the decline. There 
are some women, happily in the minor- 
ity, who think they are entitled to a 
seat on the street car, and forget to 
say thank you when they get it. The 
man is just as much entitled to that 
courtesy as the woman is to the seat.” 

This little homily was prompted by 
an incident on a Suburban car Wednes- 
day afternoon, when Miss Bingham 
gave up her seat to a frail little woman 
carrying a blue-eyed baby, The woman 
did not thank her, but she was amply 
rewarded, she says, in the consciousness 
that the baby was more comfortable. 

Before she got up, Miss Bingham had 
been sitting with an elderly workman. 
It was @ rear reat and the workman 
was smoking a pipe with evident rel- 
ish. AS soon as the actress sat down 
he put out the pipe, evidently fearing 
it would prove offensive to her. 

“That’s real chivairy,’’ said Miss 
Bingham. “I don’t doubt he had been 
waiting all afternoon for the comfort 
of that pipeful, and to forego it meant 
just as much as it means to a tired 
man to give up his seat to a woman.”

that the Terminal Association is a mon- 
opoly in restraint of trade, within the 
meaning of the law, and that in the 
fight to dissolve it all of the machinery 
of the Department of Justice would 
be utilized. 

The facts in the coal traffic combine 
have been laid before the Attorney-Gen- 
eral by the attorneys for the Govern- 
ment. These facts were developed dur- 
ing the investigations in the Terminal 
case. The Government obtained the 
complete records of the Coal Traffic 
Bureau, and ascertained just how coal 
rates are made. 

If the Government’s fight on the Coal 
Traffic Bureau is successful, the bridge 
arbitrary of 20 cents a ton on coal 
prebably will be eliminated. In addition 
to the information the Government al- 
ready has on the coal traffic situation 
other evidence will be obtained. 

Assistant Attorney-General Kenyon, 
who was formerly one of the general 
counsel for the [Illinois Central Rail- 
road, is personally familiar with the coal] 
traffic agreements. He will have di- 
rect charge of the investigation of the 
coal rate agreements. 

The Government’s suit against the 
Terminal Railroad Association was filed 
more than four years ago. The petition 
in the case was prepared in Washing- 
ton and was filed in the court here 
when David P. Dyer was United States 
Distrigt \Attorney. Being prosecuted 
under the Sherman anti-trust law, the 
case was sent to the United States Cir- 
cult Ceurt of Appeals for an original 
hearing. By means of a certificate of 
expedition, allowed by the anti-trust 
law, the case was given precedence on 
the docket. 

The court appointed R. BH. Rombauer, 
fermer Judge of the St. Louis Court of 
Appeals, ag special commissioner to 
take the evidence in the case. The 
Government employed BH. C. Crow and 
Chester H. Krum as special counsel. 
These attorneys handled the case. 

The Government took the testimony 
of hundreds of witnesses to show how 
traffic is retarded by the Terminal As- 
sociation. It also went deeply into the 
history of the asseciation, getting evi- 
dence as to how it was organized and 
financed. 

Much Evidence Taken. 

The methods by which the Terminal 
Association created its monopoly in St. 
Leuls were made a part of the record 
in the case. It was shown how the as- 
sociation acquired control of all the 
bridges and ferries and the lines of the 
independent terminal companies. 

The record of evidence in the case 
fills 10 large volumes of 500 pages each. 
In addition to the regular attorneys for 
the Terminal Association it engaged 
Boyle & Priest and Attorney F. W. 
Lehmann as special counsel. Testimony 
Wag taken at intervals during a period 
of two years. 

The report of Commissioner Rom- 
bauer, containing the complete record 
in the case, was certified to the United 
States Circuit judges, constituting the 
Court of Appeals, about a year ago.

REPUBLICAN PLAN 
70 RULE SENATE 


Party Hopes to Wield Ad- 
vantage Now Held by 
Democrats in State. 








The senatorial redistricting plan of 
the Republican - State Committee, to 
be submitted at the November elec- 
tion in the form of a constitutional 
amendment, would give the Republi- 
cans 19 of the 34 members of the 
State Senate and make several other 
districts so close that the Republi- 
cans would have a chance to carry 
them. The Republicans have not 
had a majority in the State Senate 
since the constitution was adopted in 
1875. The Democrats have 23 mem- 
bers of the Senate and the Republi- 
cans 11, which is two more than they 
have in ordinarily good Democratic 
years. 

Under the redistricting plan, two 
country senatorial districts will be 
elimfnated and one each created in 
St. Louis and Kansas City. St. Louis 
now has six State Senators, two of 
whom are Democrats. 

The Republicans have until July 2 
to get the necessary 24,000 signatures 
to petitions to have the redistricting 
amendment submitted at the Novem- 
ber election. Chairman Dickey of the 
Republican State Committee says the 
organization will go to work at once 
to get the signatures. 

The redistricting plan was agreed 
upon at Jefferson City Wednesday. It 
was prepared by a committee of which 
Cc. C. Madison of Kansas City was 
chairman. 

The State Legislature has always 
failed to redistrict the State, and the 
work has been left to the Governor, 
Attorney-General and Secretary of 
State. The Democrats have always re- 
districted the State in such a way as 
to give their party an advantage in 
the State Senate. Gov. Hadley com- 


plains that even when the State goes|' 


Republican by a substantial majority 
the party can elect few State senators. 
He declares that it ought to be redis- 
tricted so that the party winning in the 
State will gét its proportionate repre- 
sentation in the Senate. 

The Republicans have carried the 
Legislature several times, but it was 
only by having a big majority in the 
House of Representatives that they 
were able to get a majority on joint 
ballot.

URGED BY STL 


Brewer Thinks They Should 
Take Down All of Their 
Beer and Whisky Signs. 


OPPOSES WINE ROOMS 





Would Open Places Sunday 
Afternoon and Enforce 
Strict Regulations. 





Otto Stifel, brewer, discussing the bill 
soon to be introduced into the Municipal 
Assembly to limit the number of saloons 
in St. Louls, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Thursday that there ought not 
to be more than 1700 bars in the city. 


“And they ought to take down their 
whisky and beer signs from in front of 
the saloons,’”’ he added. “They are of- 
fensive. The saloon should be made a 
family resort, free from gambling and 
with no winerooms. There is no justifi- 
cation in the world for gambling in con- 
nection with saloons. 

“With 1700 saloons, instead of 2300, 
as at present, we would have one to 
about 600 inhabitants. That is a 
reasonable proportion. The Excise 
Commissioner should be empowered 
to say where they should be located 
and to keep them out of residence 
districts where they are objectionable 
ble. There should be not more than 
four saloons in any block. In down- 
town districts this would allow two 
on opposite corners. 

‘Rut the saloons should be permitted 
to remain open Sunday afternoons. This 
is the only solution for the problem of 
the lid club. There is a fascination 
about evading the law, by visiting lid 
clubs, which would be done away with if 
the saloons were open. It would be 
conducive to respect for law and order. 

“Every saloonkeeper should be com- 
relled to have the indorsement of at 
least 12 men, not connected with the sa- 
loon business, as to his character. 

“IT am strongly in favor of restricting 
the saloons, both as to number and as 
to the privileges they now enjoy. Many 
who are in the business think I am too 
radical, and it may be that was why I 
was not consulted in framing this bill. 
But it has my hearty support, if it is 
what it seems to be.’’ 

Stifel said he did not know who was 
back of the Dill.

WIDE HUNT FOR MAN 

All Outgoing Steamers Are 

Watched on Theory That 
Husband Killed Wife.

COMO, Italy, June 16.—That not only 
Mrs. Mary Scott Castle Chariton, but 
her husband was murdered at their villa, 
American Consul Caughy believes firmly. 
Besides, the State Department at Wash- 
ington is manifesting deep interest in 
the tragedy of Maltrasio and in more 
than one sense the crime has become an 
international affair. So the Italian Gov- 
ernment has determined to do every- 
thing to satisfy the American Govern- 
ment and people, and to exert its best 
efforts to solve the mystery. 

Premier Luzzatti, who also is Minis- 
ter of the Interior, has taken charge of 
matters and is directing the investiga- 
tion. He ordered two Government div- 
ers to come here from Genoa immedi- 
ately, and it is expected other divers 
will follow. 

The two from Genoa began work to- 
day. They are searching the lake 
near where the fishermen’s nets en- 
tangled the trunk encasing Mrs. Charl- 
ton’s body. 

Outgoing Steamers Watched. 

Nevertheless, the Italian authorities 
are convinced that Charlton killed his 
wife, and while they are searching for 
his body at the bottom of the lake they 
are hunting keenly for the living Charl- 
ton. 

Secret orders have been sent te the 
Italian cities. and to all the frontier 
towns to arrest any American who an- 
swers Charlton’s description and to 
watch for him, disguised. The Italian 
and foreign police have been notified to 
inspect outgoing steamers. 

Orders were sent to inspect al] sani- 
tariums on the theory that Charlton, a 
sufferer from tuberculosis, may have 
taken refuge under an alias in some pri- 
vate hospital. All the pawnshops are 
being watched, too, for Mrs. Charlton’s 
murderer took all her jewelry. 

The authorities now realize that they 
blundered fearfully when they failed to 
search the Charlton villa immediately 
after Mrs. Charlton’s body was found. 
It was identified immediately, but the 
police visited all the hotels and villas 
which Americans and English frequent, 
inquiring if anyoue was missing, while 
they did not go to the villa Thursday 
night. 

Many detectives believe now Charlton 
was hiding in the villa after the murder 
and did not escape until after his wife's 
body was brought up. 

Two Valises Missing, 

A man resembling Chariton, wearing a 
light rain coat and carrying a valise, 
took a train out of Como Thursday 
night. There were two valises in the 
Charlton villa. Both are missing. To 
those who believe Chariton was mur- 
dered, the theory occurs that his body 
was dismembered and carried away in 
one of the valises. 

Count Guiglia, the Government Pros- 
ecutor, has taken control of the inves- 
tigation locally. The case is now be- 
fore Judge Fracassi, an examining mag- 
istrate. The examination is being held 
in strictest secrecy. The Judge and the 
Prosecutor themselves write the ques- 
tions and answers, so that the minutes 
of the proceedings may not become pub- 
lic, 

They throw even deeper mystery 
around the tragedy. They refuse per- 
mission to inspect any of the things 
found in the villa and in the trunks 
there. They even secrete papers which 
have no bearing on the e. 

The police believe “Ae that Mrs. 
Charlton was murdered some time be- 
tween the Sunday and Tuesday night 
preceding last Thursday. There is a 
report that Ispolatoff was away from 
his home on Sunday, Monday and 
Tuesday. If the police can positively 
establish this report it would go far 
to prove that the Russian either mur. 
dered Mrs. Charlton, and perhaps, her 
husband, or that he helped Chariton 
to throw his wife’s body into the lake. 

The police are trying to learn what 
has become of a set of brass knuckles 
which Ispolatoff owned and which the 
police first described ag a stee] glove. 
Ispolatoff could not or would not ac- 
count for the weapon's disappearance, 
but it was learned today that Mrs. 
Charlton once asked him for the 
knuckles, which he refused to give 
her. 

Some of the wounds on Mrs. Charl- 
ton’s head are such ag brass knuckles 
might inflict. 


MRS, CHARLTON HAD TRIED T0 
END HER LIFE IN WASHINGTON 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, June 16.—That Mrs. 
Castle Charlton, whose mutilated body 
was found in Lake Como, attempted 
to end her life here, was learned today 
from the phystclan who was called to 
treat her. On Christmas Eve, 1908, the 
doctor said he was called by a white 
maid, who was living with Mrs. Castle. 
She excitedly told him over the tele- 
phone that her mistress had taken an 
overdose of medicine and that her life 

was in danger. 

The doctor found Mrs. Castle suffer- 
ing from chloral poisoning. He admin- 
istered restoratives, the woman strug- 
gling the while and protesting that she 
wanted to die. Later she became calm 
and said that although she had suf- 
fered terribly, she would make another 
attempt to kill herself.

Then } 
a rugged opening framed in between 
rude, rocks—and immediately we stand 
before a cave in a desert place near 
the sea. Thus throughout the play the 
“ShakSperean” scenic effects run—and 
what a joy it is for one’s aroused imag- 
ination to have a little much-needed 
employment! 
The poetic story of “The Winter's 
Tale” was beautifully told, finding an 
exquisite focal point in the Perdita of 
Miss Leah Bateman-Hunter’s playing 
and the Florizel of Mr. Henry. Stan- 
ford’s, as ideal a pair of young lovers 
as the American stage can present. The 
Story’s deeper notes were finely sounded 
by Miss Edith Wynne Matthison as 
Hermione, Mr. Henry Kolker as Le- 
ontes, Mr. Charles Balsar as Polixenes, 
King of Bohemia; Miss Rose Coghlan ag 
Paulina, and Mr. Ben Johnson as Ca- 
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Rarest delight of all, however, were 
the typical comedy roles of Shakspeare’s 
best creating and of the New Theater 
Company's best playing—the rogue Au- 
tolycus of Mr. Albert Bruning’s deli- 
clous portrayal, the old shepherd of Mr. 





E. M. Holland, the smocked clown, his 
son, of Mr. Ferdinand Gottschalk, and 
the two shepherdesses, Mopsa and Dor- 
cas, of Miss Jessie Busley and Miss 
Vida Sutton. This fine little group es- 
pecially imparted the sincerest flavor of 
Shakspearean fun to the rustic festival 
before the shepherd's cottage in one of 
the scenes of the fourth act. 

And beautiful throughout was the

Cow Tries Vainly to 

Drown Her Twin Calves. 

DENVER, Colo., June 16.—An attempt 
at double murder which will never 
claim the attention of the courts was 
reported today by State Dairy Commis- 
sioner Cochran, who declares he was 
just able to prevent the drowning of a 
pair of newly arrived twins by their 
mother at his ranch near here Tues- 
day. There will be no prosecution be- 
cause the would-be murderess .is a cow, 
the leader of a herd of 50 fine Jerseys 
that roam the Cochran pasturé. 

According to Mr. Cochran, he noticed 
the cow standing in the middle of a 
small .pond, while beside her in the 
water was a dark object which she was 
trying to push beneath the surface. 

Wading out Cochran discovered that 
the object of the cow’s interest was a 
newly born calf which he rescued and 
brought to the ranch house. Soon after 
the cow broke through the corral in 
which she had been confined after hav- 
ing been driven from the pond, and 
made her way once more to the water 
side where another calf was born. The 
second twin, however, was saved from 
the experience of its sister by the 
watchfulness of Cochran. The unnat- 
ural mother will have nothing to do 
with her offspring and the calves are 
being raised by hand. 


Last Dynamite Blast on Job 
Blows Shot Firer to Pieces. 

RAWLINS, Wyo., June 16.—While pre- 
paring the last shot on the job on which 
he was engaged, Louis Stewart, a shot- 
firer, employed by Kilpatrick Bros. & 
Collins, contractors, was blown to pieces 
yesterday by the premature discharge 
of a dynamite. blast. 

A fellow workman was thrown 100 feet 
through the air, but was uninjured. 


Airedale Terrier Is Subject 


of Diplomatic Correspondence. 

BERLIN, June 16.—An Airedale ter- 
rier which once belonged to the kennels 
of the Sultan of Turkey, was the cen- 
tral figure of an amusing incident 
which has just been the object of dip- 
lomatic representations to the German 
Foreign Office by the United States 
Embassy here. 

A few days ago Mr. Laughlin, the sec- 
retary of the United States Embassy, 
was motoring through Kopenick with 
Mr. Seymour, second secretary of the 
British Embassy, and Nizam! Pasha, 
the Turkish Ambassador. Suddenly the 
terrier, which now is Mr. Laughliin’'s 
property, Jumped out of the car. As it 
is against the law for an unmuzzled dog 
to run loose in Kopénick, the municipal 
dog catcher, who happened to witness 
the misdemeanor, started zealously to 
exhibit his professional adroitness. 

Meanwhile Mr. Laughlin’s French 
chauffeur had run after the terrier, and 
recaptured it. Although Mr. Laughlin 
immediately declared his identity and 
volunteered to pay a fine, the dog catch- 
er tried to take the terrier from the car 
by force, 

Mr. Seymour, resenting. the intrusion, 
repulsed the dog catcher with a well- 
directed blow on the jaw. The now 
thoroughly infuriated man, laid his 
hands en Mr. Laughlin, who completed 
the work begun by his British col- 
league with a well-aimed blow at the 
dog catcher’s eye, and the party drove 
off without further molestation. 

The next day the American Embassy 
reported the facts to the Foreign Office. 
The result was a prompt and sweeping 
apology from the police president of 
Kopenick, coupled with the announce- 
ment that the unfortunate dog catcher 
had been dismissed.

Witnesses Who Testified They 
Saw Him in Belleville, Re- 
futed by Kansas Cityans. 


Four witnesses who testified before 
the Coroner’s jury Tuesday to having 
seen William Atwood, 1311 McGee 
street, Kansas City, in Edwardsville 
on the night and the day following the 
murder of Mrs. Frances Atwood, failed 
to break down the complete alibi which 
he offered.

GOVERNMENT AID TO GRAFT. 

Beginning with September, 1908, “there has been 
a monthly increase in prices, without a break, 
until March, 1910.” 

This is from the latest report of the Depart- 
emnt of Commerce and Labor, which closes with 
- March, 1910, leaving prices still going up. On 
that date, the report adds that they were the 
highest in 20 years, “21.1 per cent higher than 
the average annual prices of 1900” and “49.2 
per cent higher than the average yearly price of 
1897.” 

On this official showing, peace prices are now 
higher than war prices in the Spanish War pe- 
riod, with war taxes added. Every fimily which 
’ has not increased its income since 1897, is being 
put behind at a rate measured by $492 on every 
thousand of its income now as compared with 
1897.

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POLITICS AND THE COURT 

Judge John F. Phillips has been a close ob- 
server.

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HIGH PRICE OF MULES. 

Good mules are scarce tn the Pennsylvania 
anthracite mining regions. It is practically im- 
possible to obtain the animals in_ the 
Eicet, and one of the largest companies has re- 
cently sent agents through the West to make & 
tour in search of animals fit for the work. 

Despite the introduction of electric and com- 
pressed-air locomotives in the mines, the mule 
still remains an important factor in underground 
transportation. And he will always be, the ex- 
perts say, for there are certain kinds of gang- 
ways and passages in which it will never be 
economical to employ mechanical power. 

In the last nine years the price of mule power 
has gone up more than 100 per cent. In 1901 @ 
first-class mule could be bought for $145; in 1907 
the price had risen to $210, and it is now about 
$300. 

Only the strongest animals are wanted in the 
mines. They probably get better treatment than 
any beasts of burden in the world. They have to 
be in good condition, and are exceptionally well 
housed and well fed; every colliery has a veter- 
inary to look after their health. This care in- 
volves a high cost of maintenance, which has 
gone up rapidly in the last nine years. To feed 
the mules now costs about 40 per cent more than 
in 1901.

60-CENT GAS. 
From the Washington Times. 

The Mayor of Cleveland has sent an 
expert gas engineer to Indianapolis to 
find out how it is possible to sell arti- 
ficial gas in that city at 60 cents a 
thousand feet. The engineer reports 
that it is done and that the company 
seems well satisfied with its profit. 
An Idianapolis dispatch to the Cleve- 
land Leader says: 

“Summed up in a nutshell, the opinion 
here seems to be that 60-cent gas can 
be easily made by companies selling 
large amounts of coke as a product, 
and that 75 and 80 cent water gas is

The company is owned by the citi- 
zens of Indianapolis, there being 3500 
stockholders. At present there are 
7000 customers. Tne company has 
been in business but a year. This is 
too short a time to determine whether

outcome of the experiment.

Two players jump for 
bats and begin swinging them; the 
coachers, whe have yelled only because 
it was their @uty, suddenly begin rag- 
ing, screaming end pawing the dirt. 
The manager, who has appeared half 
asleep, makes a trumpet of his hands 
and leads his men, bawling orders to 
his players and wild taunts to the op- 


do not understand 
anything has happened. Other batters 
have had two balls called many times 
—and the situation looks the same to 
the spectator who is beyond the 
“preak” influence. In two more min- 
utes the bench is a madhouse with 
men shouting, screaming, ordertng and 
moving. “Three balls.” A madman 
rushes out to the “deck.” “Four balls!’ 
And the spectators join the players in 
the demonstration, not understanding 
why. The madness is spreading.

“3 thusiasm, confidence and notse subsides 
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and the game is won. 
Mind’s Part in Baseball. 
ASHEBALL is almost as much 
BK psychotogical as athletic Why 
one team can beat a stronger one 
regularly, and lose to a weaker with the 
same regularity; why one batter can hit 
one pitcher and is helpless before an- 
other; why one pitcher is effective 
against a strong team and at the mer- 
cy of another that cannot bat half as 
hard, are psychological problems. 

In 1908 Joe Tinker, who is only an 
ordinary batter, became imbued with 
the idea that he could hit Mathewson’s 
pitching at will. The confidence born 
of this idea enabled him to beat Math- 
ewson out of several games, and after 
that Mathewson seemed to have the 
same belief, for Tinker during the season 
won five games from New York by his 
individual hitting, and in four of them 
Mathewson was the victim. One of the 
hits that Tinker made off Mathewson 
will be part of Chicago‘s baseball his- 
tory for generations. The teams, with 
Mathewson and Brown pitching, had 
battled for four innings, neither being 
able to score, and in the fifth Tinker 
came to bat, first in the inning.

50 over the plate, and four times it 
swerved outside and Jordan drew a base 
on balls. Brooklyn suddenly changed 
plans, ordered Lumley to bat for Lewis. 
Hé drove a three-base hit against the 
right-fleld fence, and a long fly that 
followed allowed him to score, and gave 
Brooklyn the victory. 

Another game,, lost tn the critica] tn- 
stant to Cincinnati on the same trip 
seemed to end Chicago’s final chance 

r the penmant and was the result of 
just such a rally. The ninth inning saw 
the Cubs seemingly victorious, the pen- 
nant within their grasp, but the psychic 
wave inspired the Reds and with two 
‘men’ On bases, Lobert at bat and two 
strikes and two balls called, Chance or- 
dered his pitcher, Overall, to pitch a 
straight low bail.

sent it screaming over second, driving 
home two more runs and winning the 
game, 

That hit was one of the best testi- 
monials to the honesty of baseball ever 
given, for Lobert was wild for Chicago 
to win the pennant, and a great friend 
ef Overall, whose heart almost was 
broken by the hit his friend made. 

What probably was the most sensa- 
tional finish ever recorded in any league 
was that in the Western League on the 
last day of the season of 1909. On that 
day the psychic wave struck Omaha. 
The situation was this: Des Moines and 
Sioux City practically were tied for the 
pennant, and each team was playing 
two games, the Sioux City team play- 
ing at Omaha. Sioux City had to lose 
two games and Des Moines had to win 
one to give Des Moines the champion- 
ship. Sioux City lost the first game, 
but had the second’ ‘won by three runs 
in the ninth inning. Manager “Ducky” 
Holmes of the Sioux did not feel the 
‘“‘break’’ coming. He leaped into his 
automobile after the first Omaha batter 
in the ninth inning went out, called the 
attention of the crowd to his cham- 
pions, and raced-away towarml home to 
start celebrating the victory. Just then 
the “break” came. Omaha needed three 
runs to tie, four to win. Hits and errors 
quickly filled the bases and with two 
men out three men were on the bases, 
and a home run drive scored four runs, 
won for Omaha, beat Sioux City and 
gave the pennant to Des Moines.

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HE old, old problem of the hair- 
ik line difference between boxing 
and prize fighting will be tor- 
tured pro and con once more as a re- 
sult of the letter writing habits of 
one James N. Gillett of California. 
The Governor of that dark and bloody 
prize-fight ground, the Golden Gate 
State, in ordering the Attorney-Gen- 
eral to obtain an injunction prevent- 
ing the holding of the big fight, cites 
that irrespective of any amendment 
permitting limited round boxing con- 
tests, the law of 1850, passed by the 
California Legislature prohibits prize 
fighting, and that therefore the pro- 
posed contest for the championship Is 
illegal. 

There is, however, this to be said: 
The old laws, on the books of Cali- 
fornia, Missouri and nearly every 
other state in the country, were not 
designed to stop contests of the 
modern sort. They were framed 
against the kick, bite and gouge af- 
fair of the bare-knuckle days which 
bear about the same relation to the 
present form of contest as Fulton's 
steamboat does to the Lusitania. 

The rules of the London prize ring 
have not governed boxing contests 
for many years. It seems rather un- 
fair to invoke an all but obsolete law 
against a modern condition. 

Saying that a contest is a “prize” 
fight because there is a money stake 
or a championship involved, is the 
merest quibbling. A “prize fight” in 
its original sense, meant one fought 
under the London prize ring rules. 
The name has survived, not the con- 
ditions.
